On the 
night of the third he stru ck a t Wol- 
ters and was arrested this morning 
after lay ing ou t his first 
sentence. 
Lev i was warned b y May or Black not 
to appear b efore him 
again or he 
wou ld get the limit. 


J. C. Edwards of Virginia, the only 
American who was k illed in the b attle 
betAv een the insurrecto s and the Mex ­ 
ican gov ernment troops 
y esterday ^ 
was a b rother-in-law of Harry Pea 
of this city and had v isited here only 
recently . 
He was here last su mmer 
as the gu est of Harry Pea and spent 
sev eral day s in the city . 
The su m­ 
mer preceding that he was here for a 
b rief v isit. A nu mb er of local people 
b ecame acqu ainted with him at the 
time 
and rememb er 
him as a tall, 
handsome y ou ng man who had b arely 
reached his majority . 
Edwards was fighting with the reb ­ 
els when he was k illed. According to 
dispatches from the Mex ican b order, 
Edwards liv ed in Roanok e, Virginia. 
He had b een, in the Sou th for some 
time, in fact most of the winter, ac­ 
cording to his local relativ es. 
Ed­ 
wards joined the reb els ab ou t two 
week s ago and had b een tak ing part 
in the attack s 011 
the 
gov ernment 
troops. 
His leg was shot off b y 
3, 
b u llet, b u t he continu ed to fight u ntil 
he was stru ck twice more. 
“Ju st let me get that fellow on the 
roof and I’ll die happy ,” he said after 
he pu lled the trigger as he lay on the 
grou nd, according to a dispatch in 
the morning paper. 
Edwards was one of the fou rteen 
Americans who fou ght with the in­ 
su rrectos in the first real b attle of 
the internal war in Mex ico. The reb ­ 
els av enged E dw a rds’ death, accord­ 
ing to dispatches, b y concentrating 
their fire on the Federal who shot 
him. He finally died face front. 
One other American was k illed as 
a resu lt of the b attle, b u t he was not I 
a participant. 
Rob ert Harrington, a 
switchman, was stru ck b y a stray 
b u llet and died within an ahou r. 
The b attle took place within one 
hu ndred 
feet of the b order line b e­ 
tween Mex ico and the United States. 
Thou sands of 
Americans 
crowded 
along the line to watch the b attle and 
sev eral of them were stru ck b v stray 
b u llets. 
The b attle finally ended b y 
the Federal troops ru shing to the 
protection of the United States regu ­ 
lars who arranged a tru ce.

We h ave th e ch oice th is week of a 
lesson on Joash , th e boy kin g, or a 
resurrection lesson , an d as n ext week 
we sh all h ave an oth er lesson on Joash 
we ch oose th e Easter lesson for th is 
week. Th e resurrection of Jesus from 
th e dead is in man y respects th e great­ 
est topic in th e Scriptures, for if Ch rist 
be n ot risen preach in g is vain , faith is 
vain , th ere is n o forgiven ess of sin s, 
an d n o on e is saved (I Cor. xv, 14, 17 , 
18). 
His great aton emen t in cludes His 
perfect life in a mortal body, Ills death 
in our stead bearin g our sin s, His res­ 
urrection from th e dead, all of wh ich 
may be in cluded in th e sayin g, “Th e 
precious blood of Ch rist” (I Pet. i, 19). 
At presen t, as our great h igh priest, 
He is at th e righ t h an d of God, for 
us, an d He will come again to receive 
His body, th e ch urch , an d to set up 
His kin gdom of peace an d righ teous­ 
n ess on th is earth . 
Th at th e Messiah of Israel, th e great 
Kin g, sh ould be a man was plain ly 
foretold in Gen . iii, 15; xxii, 18; Deut. 
xviii, 18; Isa. ix, 6, 7 , an d man y oth er 
places. 
Th at He sh ould be a man 
risen from th e dead, an immortal man , 
was also foretold in Gen . iii, 15; II 
Sam. vii, 13, 1G; Isa. ix, 7 : liii, 10, 11; 
Ps. xvi, 10,; xxii, 22, 27 , 28, an d else­ 
wh ere, an d forsh adowed in Isaac, an d 
Joseph an d Jon ah as well as in th e 
two birds of Lev. xiv an d th e two 
goats of Lev. xvi. 
Wh en He was on earth in His h u­ 
miliation He repeatedly foretold His 
death an d resurrection in such pas­ 
sages as Joh n ii, 19-21: Matt, xii, 40; 
xvi, 4, 21; xvii, 23; xx, 19; xxvi, 64, 
an d yet even His own disciples did n ot 
receive it, for in verse 9 of our lesson 
we read th at even Peter an d Joh n 
“kn ew n ot th e Scripture th at He must 
rise again from th e dead.” He said to 
th e two with wh om He walked to 
Emmaus, wh o were so cast down be­ 
cause of Ilis death , an d so disappoin t­ 
ed because n e h ad n ot redeemed Is­ 
rael, “O fools, an d* slow of h eart to be­ 
lieve all th at th e proph ets h ave spo­ 


ken .” He also said to th e disciples' in 
th e upper room th at same even in g, 
“All th in gs must be fulfilled wh ich 
were written in th e law of Moses an d 
in th e proph ets an d in th e psalms 
con cern in g me” (Luke xxiv, 25, 44). 
He appeared at least ten times to 
on e or more of His disciples durin g 
th ose forty days between His resur­ 
rection an d ascen sion from Olivet, five 
times on th e first day, an d our lesson 
tells of His first appearan ce, an d th at 
was to Mary Magdalen e (Mark xvi, 9). 
We do n ot fin d th at Mary of Beth an y 
was with th e oth er women at th e 
tomb on th e resurrection morn in g, for 
sh e seems to h ave believed wh at He 
h ad said about His death an d resur­ 
rection , an d sh e an oin ted Him before­ 
h an d for His burial (Matt, xxvi, 12; 
Mark xv, 8). Th e purch ase of spices 
by th e oth er women was an act of 
love, but n ot of faith , for h ad th ey 
believed th at He would rise again th ey 
would n ot h ave purch ased spices with 
wh ich to an oin t His dead body. 
As soon as Mary Magdalen e saw 
th at th e ston e was rolled away from 
th e sepulch er sh e ran back to tell 
Peter an d Joh n , an d th ey both ran to 
th e tomb, an d both wen t in , Peter go­ 
in g first, an d saw th e lin en cloth es 
eviden tly as wh en His body h ad been 
in th em, an d th e n apkin th at was 
about His h ead wrapped togeth er in 
a place by itself, an d th ey believed 
th at He was risen an d wen t away 
again un to th eir own h ome. Mary, h av­ 
in g return ed to th e tomb, remain ed 
an d was so in ten t upon fin din g th e 
body of h er Lord th at sh e h ad n o eyes 
even for an gels, an d wh en Jesus Him­ 
self spoke to h er sh e supposed Him to 
be th e garden er, so blin din g is un be­ 
lievin g grief. 
Not un til He called h er by n ame did 
sh e recogn ize Him. 
On e of th e pre­ 
cious words of th e Spirit to my soul 
Is foun d in Isa. xliii, 1, “Fear n ot, for 
I h ave redeemed th ee. 
I h ave called 
th ee by th y n ame; th ou art min e.” 
How won drously gracious of our Lord 
to appear to Mary an d speak to h er 
wh ile on n is way to His Fath er (verse 
17 ), an d h ow won drous His words to 
h er, an d th rough h er to us, “My Fa­ 
th er an d your Fath er, my God an d 
your God.” 
If we would on ly believe fully th at 
He h as made us on e with Himself, a 
part of Himself, ch ildren of God an d 
join t h eirs with Himself, it does seom 
as if our lives would declare th at 
Jesus lives. 
Note th e words with wh ich n e greet­ 
ed th e disciples th at even in g an d also 
a week later, “Peace be un to you” 
(verses 19. 21, 20» , an d remember Joh n 
xiv, 27 ; Jer. xxix, 11. 
See Him ask­ 
in g th em to h an dle Him an d to th rust 
th e h an d in to His side an d see Him 
eatin g broiled fish an d h on evcoml) be­ 


fore th em th at th ey migh t see th e 
reality of His resurrection body (Luke 
xxiv, 39 -43; Joh n xx, 27 ). 
Hear His 
word to Th omas an d to us, “Be n ot 
faith less, but believin g. * * * Bless­ 
ed are th ey th at h ave n ot seen an d 
yet h ave believed” (Joh n xx, 27 , 29). 
Th en lay to h eart His words to th em 
an d to us, “As my Fath er h ath sen t 
me, even so sen d I you” (verse 21), an d 
may we be such Spirit filled believers 
in all th at is written th at we sh all in 
all th in gs glorify Him.
